"I  wouldn't  be 
too  sure  of  that"  replied  Lincoln.  "After  all,  I  gave  General  Grant  and 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  passes  to  Richmond  three  months  ago,  and  they 
haven't  got  there  yet.”

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Confederate  proofs  of  any  kind  are  rare  with  only  14  proofs 
known  for  the  Confederacy  proper,  three  for  Florida  and  three  more 
for  the  State  of  Virginia.  NASCA  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  10  out 
of  the  11  known  proofs  R.  H.  Howell  did  for  the  State  of  Georgia 
during  1863-4.  Very  little  is  known  about  Howell  except  that  he  was 
a  lithographer,  resident  in  Savannah  who  did  some  petty  local  work 
before  being  summoned  to  Milledgeville  for  discussions  after  the 
Manouvier  plant  in  New  Orleans  was  cut  off.  Howell  executed  his 
early  notes  for  the  state  in  Augusta  and,  later,  was  allowed  to 
perform  this  confidential  work  in  his  own  premises  in  Savannah. 
Because  most  notes  were  printed  on  multiple  note  sheets,  it  is 
difficult  to  guess  just  how  many  such  proofs  were  originally  made. 
It  would  be  normal  for  a  proof  to  be  made  with  a  full  sheet,  which  in 
Howell's  case  would  mean  a  5  by  2  sheet  for  large  bills;  a  3  x  5  sheet 
for  intermediate  fractional  bills  and  3x6  sheet  for  the  small  fraction¬ 
al.  The  fact  that  the  10c  note  is  Plate  O  and  the  5c  Plate  C,  would 
seem  to  lend  credence  to  this  view,  although  where  all  the  notes 
disappeared  to  in  the  interval  is  unknown.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
note  that  the  lower  denomination  proofs  come  with  the  printed 
signatures  authorized  by  law  showing  that  these  notes  were  the 
final  product  before  printing  began.  The  present  offering  offers  a 
unique  chance  to  secure  these  great  rarities  in  the  state  series.

Two  souvenirs  of  one  of  the  most  famous  banking  wars  in  U.S.  History. 
Because  of  a  panic  in  1819,  the  debtor  party  in  KY.  chartered  the  Bank  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  make  loans  to  needy  persons.  However,  no  assets 
were  given  to  the  Bank  which  issued  reams  of  notes  for  promissory  notes 
of  doubtful  character.  The  1st  Bank  of  Kentucky  (a  state  owned  establish¬ 
ment)  had  refused  to  make  such  accomodation  loans  and  now  refused  to 
take  the  notes  of  the  rival  institution  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
worthless.  The  debtor  -  controlled  legislators  then  fired  the  directors  and 
appointed  new  ones.  The  old  board  appealed  to  the  state  courts  and  won 
in  the  State  Supreme  Court.  The  legislature  than  abolished  the  Supreme 
Court  and  set  up  a  new  court  of  appeals.  The  old  judges,  however, 
proved  as  obstinate  ane  obstreperous  as  the  old  directors.  They  declared 
the  new  judiciary  laws  unconstitutional  and  for  three  years,  rival  courts 
issued  diametrically  opposed  orders  countermanding  each  other  and 
threatened  baffled  state  officers  with  contempt  of  court  if  they  did  not 
obey.

This  warrant  was  signed  by  Robert  B.  Mitchell,  6th  Territorial  Governor 
(1866-9)  and  by  George  W.  Cork,  adjutant  General  of  the  Territory 
under  an  act  passed  on  January  28,  1867.  Due  to  a  local  shortage  of 
funds  and  the  U.S.  Governments's  reluctance  to  pay  such  warrants, 
they  remained  uncollectible.  On  July  19,  1897  Ortiz  signed  his  warrant 
over  to  Arthur  Selegman,  the  9th  Governor  of  the  state  of  Neu>  Mexico. 
These  warrants  were  occasioned  by  the  epidemic  Apache  raids  and  by 
disturbances  among  the  Navajo  and  the  Territorial  forces  were  still  thus 
engaged  when  the  Confederates  invaded  the  territory  in  1862.  Of  the 
80,000  inhabitants  of  the  territory  in  1860,  the  great  bulk  were  Indians 
and  Hispanics;  only  the  officials  were  “ angelos "  which  goes  to  explain 
why  the  debts  incurred  were  not  honored  by  the  U.S.  Congress.

After  the  first  1,000,000  notes  it  became  necessary  to  begin 
using  a  sequence  of  series  numbers  to  avoid  duplication  when  the  serial 
numbering  machine  was  re-set  to  1.  Curiously,  the  only  place  this  is 
generally  recognized  is  the  $5  and  $100  legal,  although  it  plays  a  much 
more  important  role  in  the  demand  notes.  All  the  demand  notes  with  " for 
the"  handwritten  were  printed  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  first  (no 
"series")  run,  with  the  transition  taking  place  sometime  in  this  first 
100,000  run.  Study  of  the  serial  numbers  in  the  "no  series"  issue  will 
give  a  good  indication  of  the  issuance  of  handwritten  " for  the"  notes. 
This  is  of  particular  interest  in  the  Philadelphia  $5's,  as  the  Bowers  and 
Ruddy  Sale  of  The  Willing  Collection  in  1976  contained  a  Phil.  $5, 
engraved  "for  the",  no  series  with  serial  number  1!  Thus  since  the  issue 
started  with  engraved  " for  the  ",  FR.  #2a  ($5  Phil  handwritten  "for 
the")  evidently  does  not  now  and  never  did  exist!  Although  we 
have  noted  a  few  other  "no  series"  demands  in  other  issues,  they  are 
quite  rare  in  comparison  to  subsequent  issues,  much  the  same  as  Fr.  61  is 
extremely  rare  compared  to  Fr.  61a.

$5  TO  $1000  2ND  CHARTER  NATIONAL 
BANK  NOTES 

At  the  time  the  National  banking  system  was  set  up,  the  three 
major  security  printers  in  the  United  States,  including  the  Ameri¬ 
can,  National  and  Continental  Bank  Note  Companies  were  asked  to 
produce  designs  for  the  new  system's  issues,  which  were  duly 
fourthcoming.  By  1882,  the  need  arose  to  design  new  backs  for  the 
2nd  charter  or  brown  backed  notes.  To  meet  this  demand,  backs 
were  engraved,  roughly  similar  to  those  employed  by  the  First 
Charter  Notes.  However,  these  particular  notes  were  left  blank  in 
the  center  for  reasons  unknown  to  us. 

The  Essay  proofs  herewith  presented  could  have  been  intended  for 
use  for  either  charter  period.  However,  we  believe  that  the  2nd 
charter  period  is  the  more  likely  for  the  following  reason: 

New  outside  borders  were  designed  as  for  the  complete  back  of  the 
note.  The  original  notes  had  called  for  “put  together"  notes  includ¬ 
ing  state  shields,  which  the  2nd  issue  would  not  necessarily  require. 
Evidently  these  proofs  were  part  of  an  institutional  collection  for 
there  are  reverse  blue  control  numbers.  In  addition,  all  were  dis¬ 
played  for  many  years  matted  so  only  the  india  paper  was  visible. 
As  a  result,  the  vignette  portion  of  each  is  darkly  aged,  and  the 
cards  have  signs  of  mounting  on  the  front.  They  are  extraodinary  in 
as  much  as  they  are  unlike  anything  that  is  in,  or  ever  was  in,  the 
Library  of  Congress  or  the  National  Archives.
